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Recent  events  at  the  college  are  insisting  that  students 
wake  up  and  take  an  active  role  in  determining  their  schools  future . 
The  students  of  MCA  are  an  unusually  apathetic  and  dull  bunch,  too 
timid  to  even  speak  their  complaints  to  faculty  and  student  organ¬ 
izations.  There  is  nothing  that  sickens  me  more  about  Amerika  today, 
than  the  way  college  students,  once  a  prime  force  in  motivating  the 
country  towards  liberalism,  have  reverted,  tail  between  their  legs, 
and  become  chickens  and  puppets  of  the  Capitalistic  system  of  get¬ 
ting  ahead. 

At  UMass.  Boston  and  at  Boston  State,  our  brothers  and 
sisters  in  the  state  college  system  are.  organizing  to  strike  to  show 
the  State  Legislature  that  they  will  not  stand  and  allow  the  Govt, 
to  rape  them  of  10%  of  their  budget.  Mass.  Art  can  barely  afford  to 
repair  the  holes  in  its  ceilings, to  ask  us  to  consider  to  operate  on 
90%  of  this  years  budget  will  mean  either  a  tuition  hike  or  a  few 
heads  will  roll  to  decrease  enrollment. 

But  you  don't  care  do  you?  You  couldn't  imagine  going  out 
on  strike, thats  what  college  kids  used  to  do.... and  besides ,what  if 
mom  and  pop  found  out.  No,  you  don't  have  to  strike, tots.  There  are 
letters  that  can  be  written, petitions  to  be  formulated  and  carried 
around.  There  are  student  government  elections  soon  and  resigning 
yourself  to  the  fact  that  the  budget  will  be  cut,  you  might  consider 
running  for  an  office  so  that  you  can  help  your  fellow  students  and 
yourself  get  out  from  under  that  axe, which  is  certainly  going  to  be 
falling  on  seme  of  the  college's  program  and  activities  very  soon. 

You  could  but  you  probably  won't,  and  then  fuss  and  whine 
'when  somebody  tells  you  if  you  ain't  part  of  the  solution, yout 
are  part  of  the  problem  and  there  isn't  rocm  for  you  to  go  to  school 
here  any  more. 


Due  to  lack  of  participation  on  the  part  of  the  student  body, 
the  interview  this  newspaper  had  been  scheduled  to  do  with  Mr.  Jack 
Nolan,  the  President  of  our  College,  has  been  cancelled.  The  lack  of  re 
sponse  again  proves  the  disgusting  remoteness  from  which  most  MCA 
students  conduct  themselves.  President  Nolan  is  a  remarkably  charming 
man  who  looked  forward  to  the  interview  as  much  as  we  did.  Our  regrets 
to  the  President, and  to  the  student  body, even  more  regrets  for  you.

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As  he  promised  during  his  election  campaign, 
Michael  Dukakis  is  doing  everything  in  his  power 
to  avoid  raising  the  Massachusetts  state  tax  level. 
He  has  been  accomplishing  this  in  many  ways,  but 
his  efforts  have  recently  touched  our  college.  In 
a  memorandum  to  Massachusetts  Higher  Education 
Institutions,  Paul  Parks,  Secretary  of  Educational 
Affairs,  has  directed  that  all  state  colleges  must 
cut  their  projected  budgets  for’  1976  to  a  level  of 
10%  less  than  that  of  1975.  What  this  means  is  that 
mss.  Art  must  trim  $200,000  from  its  2.2  million 
dollar  budget. 

The  most  immediate  question  is  where  will  the 
budget  cuts  come  from?  The  College  had  already 
prepared  a  1976  budget  requesting  $2,640,000  -  a 
20%  increase  over  this  year.  The  readjustment 
will  mean  most  of  the  College's  plans  for  expan¬ 
sion  will  have  to  be  postponed  including  the 
photography  departments  plans  to  relocate  on  C 
floor  in  the  main  building. 

Of  the  College's  2.2  million  dollar  budget, 
$1,747,000  is  spent  on  personnel  administration, 
faculty  and  clerical  saleries  and  $215,000  is 
spent  on  "Housekeeping  Services"-  building 
improvements,  housekeeping,  maintainence ,  and 
College  publications,  such  as  catalogues.  The 
remaining  $238,000  is  spent  on  rental  of  the 
Fullerton  and  two  floors  of  the  Overland  Building. 

In  an  interview  with  President  Jack  Nolan, 
the  Gazette  discovered  what  is  being  done  to  re¬ 
structure  the  budget.  The  cost  of  renting  the 
buildings  is  fixed,  and  cannot  be  changed.  Even 
if  the  amount  of  money  allocated  for  Housekeep¬ 
ing  services,  which  includes  the  upkeep  of  the 
buildings,  were  to  stay  the  same,  costs  have  risen 
so  dramatically,  fewer  services  could  be  provided 
with  the  same  amount  of  money. 

This  means  that  either  the  College  must 
eliminate  students,  student  services,  or  personnel 
if  the  college  is  to  maintain  this  years  budget. 

The  full  college  faculty  must  be  maintained  to 
preserve  the  ratio  of  students  to  faculty,  cur¬ 
rently  16:1. 

350  new  students  come  into  the  college 
every  year.  This  number  could  be  reduced,  and 
that  is  being  considered.  At  present,  the  tuition 
you  pay  -  $300  a  year  -  is  being  subsidized  by  the 
state,  at  the  expense  of  $1700  a  student.  Another 
possibility  being  discussed  is  the  raising  of 
tuition. 

It  is  a  myraid  of  problems,  just  unfolding. 

The  administration  wants  to  hear  from  students  to 
find  out  how  they  feel  about  the  solution  to  the 
College's  money  problem.  President  Nolan  has  of¬ 
fered  to  meet  with  students  in  an  open  forum  to 
discuss  the  details  of  the  problems.  Lets  take 
advantage  of  this  and  insure  the  sinking  quality 
of  student  life  at  MCA  doesn't  get  any  worse.

Dear  Fat  City, 

Over  the  past  few  months,  there 
has  been  a  great  underlying  con¬ 
troversy  to  whether  or  not  MCA  is 
going  to  attain  a  new  campus  site. 
Just  recently  a  great  deal  of 
money  has  been  alloted  to  the 
renovation -  of  our  current  facil¬ 
ities.  This  intense  renovation 
is  slated  to  occur  over  this  up¬ 
coming  sumner. 

One  venders  what  this  means, 
atleast  X  know  I  do.  Is  Dover  com¬ 
pletely  out  of  the  question,  or  is  it 
still  being  shuffled  around  on 
Beacon  Hill?  My  earlier  impres¬ 
sions  of  the  situation  appeared 
highly  optimistic,  almost  a 
reality.  But  know  I  don't  know 
what  to  think. 

Somehow  I  don't  think  it's 
quite  that  important  anymore  and  with 
this  renovation  ccming  it  seems  as 
thoughwe  are  going  to  be  here  for  a 
while.  So  it  is  important  that  we 
improve  on  what  we  have.  Natural¬ 
ly  the  planned  renovations  will 
greatly  benefit  our  facilities, 
but  there  are  other  items  that 
continue  unchanged  and  are  by 
all  means  critical  to  the  educa¬ 
tion  that  develops  within  MCA. 

My  prime  concern  is  exhibi¬ 
tion  space  and  the  lack  of  it. 

We  are  an  art  school  and  it  is 
very  satisfying  to  be  reminded 
of  ':hat  fact.  Sometimes,  when 
passing  through  the  halls  I  am 
confronted  with  the  vast  expanses 
of  desolate  walls,  particularly 
in  the  Fullerton  building.  I 
realize  that  there  must  be  areas 
set  aside  for  selective  exhibi¬ 
tions,  as  is  the  purpose  of  the 
longwood  and  Overland  galleries. 

But  these  galleries  are  booked 
throughout  the  year  and  many  of 
the  exhibitions  contain  work  from 
outside  the  school. 

My  suggestion  is  that  we  util¬ 
ize  our  wall  space  more  effective¬ 
ly.  It  is  highly  beneficial  to 
our  education  to  view  what  other 
people  are  doing.  Limited  ex¬ 
hibitions  are  not  only  unfair  to 
the  working  artists,  but  to  the 
student  body  as  well.  Exposure  is 
one  of  the  most  effective  means  of 
self-education.  In  the  same  sense, 
the  weight  of  undertaking  such  a  pro¬ 
ject  should  not  fall  upon  the  Ex¬ 
hibitions  Office.  As  for  assistance, 
I'm  sure  that  the  artists  them¬ 
selves  would  be  more  than  happy  to 
assist  in  the  hanging  of  their  work. 

It  may  also  be  good  working  prac¬ 
tice  for  any  presentation  classes 
being  conducted  at  that  time. 

All  in  all,  this  is  just  sim¬ 
ply  a  suggestion,  but  possibly 
a  worthwhile  undertaking.  I, 
myself,  would  like  to  see  a 
great  deal  more  of  student  work 
without  cutting  the  flow  of  out¬ 
side  work  into  the  school.  Other 
than  what  I  have  suggested  here, 

I  see  no  other  manner  in  which  a  prob¬ 
lem  of  this  sort  could  be  handled.

On  April  17-19  in  the  auditorium 
at  the  Longwood  Building  the  show 
was  a  freebie.  At  one  perfor¬ 
mance  there  was  a  grand  total  of 
eight  (8)  people.  One  other 
captured  twenty,  and  the  one 
that  I  attended  had  fourty. 

I  guess  that  not  too  many 
people  attend  Mass  Art,  ey? 

The  show  was  divided  into 
three  separate  works.  The 
first,  "One"  by  Judith  Rawlings, 
opened  w/ith  a  black  stage  and 
good  music.  After  the  intro, 
a  woman  dancer  entered,  though 
all  one  could  see  of  her  was 
her  glowing  tights,  the  only 
light  source  being  a  black- 
light.  Her  movements  became  so 
graceful  and  swanlike  that 
after  a  while  you  forget 
that  a  dancer  was  there. 

Next  entered  the  glowing 
hands,  doing  nothing  of 
value  but  appear  to  be  moving 
around  wathout  any  real  purpose. 

The  conclusion  that  I  had  was 
that  there  was  no  conclusion 
to  this  mismatch  between 
movement  and  music. 

Show  number  two,  coincidently 
entitled  "TWo",  and  also  by  Ju¬ 
dith  Rawlings,  was  set  a  little 
more  elaboratly  wri.th  long  sheets 
of  glowing,  metallic,  plastic¬ 
like  material  with  two  feet  of  smoke 
on  the  ground.  A  solitude,  sta¬ 
tionary  woman  dancer  in  a  long  dress 
awaited  the  sharp,  pulsating 
music  that  would  begin  her 
confinement  to  one  spot  w/ith 
movements  that  can  only  be  de¬ 
scribed  as  those  one  might 
encounter  in  a  dance- free 
workshop  in  Cambridge.  It 
corresponded  accurately  to 
Excedrin  headache  #  56.  When 
the  curtain  came  down  the  author 
leaned  over  towards  me  and  asked 
if  I  "got  it"  to  which  I  replied 
"NO".  She  then  proceeded  to  ex¬ 
plain  that  every  movement  the 
woman  had  made  had  either  let 
in  or  stopped  light  passing  to 
photo  cells  that  in  turn  sent  a  sig¬ 
nal  to  the  soundman  who  relayed  them 
to  a  synthesizer.  I  nodded,  trying 
to  make  sense  of  what  she  just 
told  me.  In  unscrambling  her 
explanation  I  arrived  at  the 
same  conclusion  as  I  had 
held  previously,  it  still  sucked. 

The  third  piece,  entit  led 
"Complications"  done  by  Ron  Wallace, 
was  the  best  piece  of  the  evening. 
Having  a  moderate  sized  cast  with 
even  and  effective  dialogue,  it 
came  across  that  there  was  point 
being  brought  to  your  attention, 
something  that  isn't  used  much 
today.  The  music  was  simple 
rhythm  and  cadence,  and  in  perfect 
coordination  wdth  the  actors. 

The  lose  of  slides  and  films  on  two 
above  stage  screens  with  active 
work  and  set  changes  came  across 
as  very  effective  with  a  re¬ 
freshing  simplicity.  Good  points 
were  made  on  society,  cop-outs, 

TV,  medicine,  and  government.

Heaven's  to  Pismoel  The  Who  are  the 
best  rock  and  roll  band  in  the  world  to¬ 
day.  While  album  cuts  and  even  albums  of 
the  group  together  and  solo  sometimes 
fail  to  connect, their  live  performances 
have  always  been  a  tour  de  force  of  good 
hard  rock  mixed  with  the  right  amount  of 
entertainment . 

They  have  constantly  matured  over  the 
course  of  their  ten  years  together, and 
have  always  managed  to  stay  one  step 
ahead  of  their  audiences.  It's  an  impor¬ 
tant  clue  to  their  courage  as  entertain¬ 
ers  that  they  have  let  their  opera  be  ex¬ 
humed  after  seven  years.  The  original  al¬ 
bum  was  remarkably  vivid  in  its  descrip¬ 
tion  of  the  journey  through  life  of  boy 
who  becomes  deaf , dumb, blind  and  very 
wealthy  after  viewing  the  death  of  his 
father.  While  the  main  plot  asks  us  to 
fill  in  the  operas  gaps  with  our  own  im¬ 
ages,  Peter  Townsend, who  composed  most 
of  Tommy  consented  to  let  it  be  made 
into  a  full  length  movie  with  Ken  Russell 
as  the  director. 

Tuttle-can  you  hear  me?  Rock  movies  have 
always  attracted  big  bucks.  With  the  exception 
of  a  few  name  directors-Richard  Lester, the 
Maysle  Bros., and  Ken  Russell, most  directors 
who  have  worked  on  films  in  the  genre  haven't 
had  the  polish  or  flair  to  concoct  anything 
more  than  the  usual  "rock  group  with  plot" 
type  of  movie  (Havin'  a  Wild  Weekend, for  ex¬ 
ample)  . 

Richard  Lester  and  the  Beatles  produced 
one  of  the  very  best  in  the  category, Help, re¬ 
leased  in  1965, with  the  same  infectious  rhythm 
that  populates  the  best  rock  music.  Lester 
captured  and  branded  the  Beatles  with  identities 
that  stick  with  them  until  this  day- John, the 
clever  one,Paul-the  cute  one, etc.  He  chose 
color  schemes  and  repeated  those  that  compli¬ 
mented  the  buoyancy  of  their  music.  The  Beatles 
and  Richard  Lester  produced  something  greater 
than  the  sum  of  the  parts  of  their  considerable 
magic. 

When  the  clichotony  of  Russell  and  Townsend 
connect, there  have  never  been  moments  to  equal 
them  in  all  of  rockdcm.  There  are  moments  where 
the  movie  flattens  out  and  lies  there  like  a  bot¬ 
tle  of  whiskey  broken  on  the  floor.  The  movie 
is  a  must  for  all  people  serious  about  the  state 
of  art  today.  Ken  Russell  has  called  it  the  , 
"greatest  work  of  art  in  the  twentieth  century" 
and  while  it  is  hardly  that, its  a  lot  closer 
than  the  Fat  City  Gazette. 

The  soundtrack , composed  by  Townsend  and 
the  Who, is  performed  by  more  people  than  it  is 
possible  to  list, but  some  spectacular  effects 
are  heard  through  the  movies  "quintaphonic" 
sound  system  which  feature  just  Townsend  on  the 
Moog  and  John  Entwhistle  on  28  overdubbed  horn 
instruments .

lt  is  these  moments, where  Russell  relies  on 
Townsend's  masterful  score  and  not  his  sometimes 
soggy  story  line  that  the  movie  jumps  alive  like 
nothing  in  this  old  life  of  imine.  During 
the  "Christmas"  section  of  the  movie, where 
Rus sells  articulation  of  the  scene  rises 
above  the  disgusting  wailing  that  I  be¬ 
lieve  that  Mr.  Oliver  Reed  and  Miss  Ann- 
Margaret  wculd  probably  refer  to  as  "sing¬ 
ing,  forsooth. 


Russell  has  succeeded  in  translating 
this  album  to  film.  By  his  sheer  plodding 
through  the  literal  qualities  that  at  once 
make  Tommy  so  cinematic,  he  succeeds  in  spite 
of  himself.  Perhaps  this  indicates  the 
vitality  of  the  original  composition  as 
being  the  most  successful  part  of  the  movie, 
and  not  Russell, as  critics  are  wont  to  be¬ 
lieve  . 

It  must  be  hard  to  appreciate  the 
consternation  of  the  Hollywood  moguls,  wait¬ 
ing  so  long  to  produce  Tammy-  most  people 
feel  it  is  out  of  date.  But  this  Jimbo  be¬ 
lieves  it's  time  The  Who  got  their  due,  and 
even  if  it  took  longer, I've  been  predicting 
it  for  ten  years  and  its  too  late  to  stop 
now.

Several  weeks  ago  David  Dobereiner ,  Chair¬ 
person  of  the  Architecture  Dept,  was  denied  tenure. 

This  means  he  can  teach  here  one  more  year  if  he 
chooses.  After  this  time  he  must  leave  and  is  barred 
from  teaching  in  any  state  school  ever  again. 

This  is  a  gross  injustice  to  David  and  a  threat  to 
the  students  in  the  Architecture  Department.
